Special schools’ 
places on the rise 

SANDWELL Council has started a pro¬ 
gramme to increase the number of special 
school places available in the borough. 

The Meadows Sports College in Oldbury 
will now be able to offer places to younger 
children and increase the school’s capacity 
to cater for up to 20 more pupils. 

The school will now cater for children 
with special educational needs or disabil¬ 
ities from the age of nine to 19. Currently 
the age range at the special school is 11 
to 19. Once implemented the school will 
offer places to include pupils in years five 
and six. 

A few minor modifications will be made 
to the school and it is expected the extra 
places will be offered from November 1. 

CRIME 


DOZENS of cars were vandalised during a 12-hour 
crime spree in Sandwell which left a ‘trail of destruc¬ 
tion’ as up to 32 vehicles were damaged. 

Vandals smashed up vehicles with a baseball bat whilst driving 
through streets in the Tipton and Brandhall. Police chiefs have 
condemned the ‘terrible incident’ and are appealing for help to 
trace the suspects. It comes as reports came from the community 
about similar vandalism that has taken place in recent weeks - 

with one car being left torched. 

A spokesman for West Midlands Po¬ 
lice said: “It appears a silver or grey 
Citroen Picasso was driven along roads 
with a male hanging out of a window. 

“He was using something that re¬ 
sembled a baseball bat to smash sev¬ 
eral vehicles, breaking windscreens 
and damaging bodywork, before driving 
away leaving a trail of destruction. 

“There have been 32 cars that have 
been damaged.” 

The incident took place between 7pm 
on September 18 and 7am the following 
day. No arrests have been made yet, but 
enquiries are ongoing. Pc Ricardo Lanca

Council snubs plea 
to Hunt over fears 

A CATASTROPHIC winter crisis is 
looming for social care with £150 mil¬ 
lion of vital funding under threat, warn 
council chiefs, outside of Sandwell. 

Now a joint letter signed by leaders 
of Wolverhampton, Dudley, Walsall and 
Staffordshire councils has been sent to 
Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt pleading 
with him to help avert disaster. 

But Sandwell Council has not signed 
the letter. The other council bosses say 
‘unachievable targets’ have been set 
for local authorities to try and reduce 
the delays in people leaving hospital - 
known as bed-blocking 

But Sandwell leader Steve Eling said: 
“Here in Sandwell we are concentrating 
our efforts on working with our local 
NHS partners to get the best deal for 
our residents including reducing the 
time it takes for people to be transferred 
out of hospital which helps to free up 
much-needed hospital beds.” 


Effect 

“Whilst nobody has been injured in 
this large scale criminal spree it has 
had a huge knock-on effect on people, 
affecting their ability to travel to work, 
take children to school, visit family and 
friends. 

“If anybody has information or seen 
anything related to these incidents, 
please call police on 101.” 

A source said: “This seems to be one 
man randomly targeting between 25 to 
30 vehicles on Aldridge Road, Brennand 
Road, Bodenham Road and Frankley 
Road. I have advised anyone with CCTV 
and images to pass these on to the police 
and contact the local council.” 

One of the affected motorists was 
Shayne Kiernan, who had to pay £300 to 
get his white Vauxhall Astra fixed after 
his car windows were smashed. 

Shayne, aged 25, who lives on Aldridge 
Road, Brandhall, said: “I’m pretty much 
gutted as I have not long passed my 
driving test. I spent a lot of money on 
my insurance, which hasn’t covered 
the damage. I woke up to find my car 
smashed up outside.”

Ormiston Sandwell Community 
Academy in Oldbury unveiled its 
latest development as a £2.5 mil¬ 
lion bid to accommodate more stu¬ 
dents came to fruition. 

Completed in August, the new 
main building, otherwise known 
as C-Block, will look to house the 
academy’s increasing number of 
students after having been over¬ 
subscribed for the last four years. 

Executive principal, Marie Mc¬ 
Mahon said: “The good news and 
celebrations just keep on coming 
here at OSCA. 

“I am so pleased and proud that 


our students now have such a fan¬ 
tastic, spacious and beautifully 
equipped learning environment. 

“This, coming just after our 
best set of results ever, under¬ 
pinned by all the superb hard 
work of students, staff and our 
community, is yet another posi¬ 
tive milestone on our school jour¬ 
ney towards outstanding.” 

The building, which includes 
several classrooms, offices and a 
learning plaza, comes after major 
work that took place at the acad¬ 
emy in 2015. 

Works were carried out to build 
new teaching facilities and see a 
1950’s block demolished. 

The academy, graded as “Good” 
by Ofsted, has also been recently 


recognised as a National Support 
School, a status which recognises 
exemplary school leadership and 
a strong track record of providing 
effective school-to-school support. 

It comes as back in August this 
year it was revealed that the acad¬ 
emy had achieved its best GCSE 
results to date. 

The academy had cause to cel¬ 
ebrate when it was revealed that 
overall 57 per cent of students had 
achieved at least a 4 or above in 
both English and maths. 

In English, 71 per cent of stu¬ 
dents bagged a 4 or higher and 
59 per cent a 5 or above and 
in Maths, 60 per cent of pupils 
gained a 4 or above. 


Police on the hunt for 
hit-run drive coward 


POLICE have issued an ap¬ 
peal to find the cowardly hit- 
and-run driver who mowed 
down a mother and her baby 
in Great Barr before fleeing 
the scene. 

The 28-year-old mother was 
fighting for her life in hospital 
after being hit as she crossed the 
A34 Walsall Road, near Beeches 
Road, with her four-day old baby 
in a pram. 

Amazingly her baby - who was 
taken to hospital as a precaution - 
was not hurt. 

But she remained in a critical con¬ 
dition according to police. 

The driver of the blue Mazda MPS 
Aero Sports car failed to remain at 
the scene and ran off in the direction 
of Dyas Avenue. 

Camera 

Now police have released footage 
taken from the security camera of a 
nearby house of a man running away 
from the scene shortly after the crash 
on Saturday at around 6pm. 

The footage shows a man in a white 
T-shirt and grey joggers running past 
a house and away from the scene of 
the accident. 

He even glances over his shoulder 
back in the direction of the crash as 
he jogs away. 

Det Sgt Paul Hughes, from the 
West Midlands Police Collision In¬ 
vestigation Unit, said: “This investi¬ 
gation is in its early stages and we are 
trying to establish exactly what hap¬ 
pened. I would appeal to anyone who 
witnessed the collision and hasn’t yet 
spoken to police to make contact. The

vehicle involved was a blue Mazda 
MPS Aero Sports registration num¬ 
ber DV07 MWN. 

“If anyone can provide information 
about this vehicle and its use I would 
like to hear from them. I would also 
appeal directly to the driver to do the 
right thing; come forward and speak 
to us now.”

Meanwhile 30-year-old Deepak Riat 
died in hospital following a accident 
that happened on Hamstead Road, in 
Great Barr, just before 9pm on Sat¬ 
urday.

The No5 wheelchair awareness day 
was also supported by solicitor and 
wheelchair user Raquel Siganporia, a 
trustee of the Spinal Injuries Associa¬ 
tion, who gave an insight into her expe¬ 
rience in a wheelchair. The group also 
heard from Claire Ashton, an occupa¬ 
tional therapist with specialism in the 
area of wheelchairs, seating and 24-hour 
postural management.

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Market rent 
reduction is 
a 'one-off', 
traders told 

MARKET traders across Sandwell 
have been warned a rent reduction 
for stallholders in West Bromwich is 
likely to be a one-off. 

The future of West Bromwich’s in¬ 
door market has been secured after 
council bosses agreed to cut rent by 
25 per cent. But they insisted they 
were keen to ensure the decision did 
not set a precedent and encourage ap¬ 
proaches by other traders. 

The rent reduction will be tem¬ 
porary for six months while council 
bosses work on plans to make the 
market more profitable for traders. 

The plans were drawn several 
months ago but council bosses finally 
gave the green light at the latest 
Sandwell Council cabinet meeting. 

Concerns have been raised that the 
deal could ‘set a precedent’ for other 
markets to approach the council for a 
reduction in rent prices. 

Councillor Pete Hughes said: “Some 
markets are suffering. My main con¬ 
cern in relation to the decision is that 
it could cause a precedent for other 
markets which would like a reduction 
from time to time, like Wednesbury. 
The market on some days is not flour¬ 
ishing.” 

Sandwell Council’s leader, coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling, said: “The West 
Bromwich market is a short term 
measure that is just there whilst a 
new business plan is developed. This 
is a one off deal.”

There were also problems on the 
day, with a bride struggling to get to 
a wedding at the Blakelands Country 
House. People with tickets for organ¬ 
ised stunt driving days at Halfpenny 
Green Airport were unable to make 
the event. 

Jon Ridgeon, executive chairman 
of CSM Active, organisers of Velo 
Birmingham, said: “We would like to 
thank all of our local authority part¬ 
ners for helping us make the first ever 
Velo Birmingham a truly unforgetta¬ 
ble event. It was incredible to witness 
communities right along the route

Model kidnap claims are 
put under court scrutiny 


THE alleged kidnapping of a 
model involving two Polish 
brothers based in Sandwell 
could have been a ‘sham’ in¬ 
vented as a ‘publicity stunt’, 
a court has been told. 

Chloe Ayling, aged 20, claimed 
she was snatched by a group call¬ 
ing itself Black Death after being 
lured to a fake modelling shoot in 
Milan in July and held captive for 
six days. 

But doubts about her story were 
aired at Westminster Magistrates 
Court in London on Monday, where 
Michal Herba, who was arrested in 
Smethwick, appeared to fight extradi¬ 
tion to Italy. 

His lawyer claimed the model had 
previously ‘claimed publicity’ from 
being near the scene of a terrorist at¬ 
tack at the Champs-Elysees in Paris. 

Michal’s brother Lukasz Herba, 30, 
who was living at a block of flats in 
Tividale, is in custody in Italy, having 
been arrested after delivering Ms Ay- 
ling to the British Embassy on July 17 
- six days after she was allegedly kid¬ 
napped. He has said he did not know¬ 
ingly take part in any crime. 

Offence 

Michal, 36, was arrested by the Na¬ 
tional Crime Agency (NCA) on a Eu¬ 
ropean Arrest Warrant issued by the 
Italian authorities last month. 

Prosecutor Florence Iveson said 
Herba has been requested by the court 
of Milan in relation to a single offence 
of kidnapping arising from events be¬ 
tween July 11 and 17. “The allegation 
is that Mr Herba acted in complicity 
with his brother, Lukasz Herba, and 
other unidentified persons to kidnap 
the victim in Milan,” she said. 

“It is said she was drugged and kid¬ 
napped and a 300,000 euro ransom 
was demanded.” But Herba’s lawyer,

George Hepburne Scott, raised ques¬ 
tions over the account given by Ms 
Ayling, of Coulsdon, south London, 
who claims she was drugged and bun¬ 
dled into the boot of a car after being 
tricked into attending the bogus pho¬ 
toshoot. 

“There is a real risk that the entire 
case is a sham,” he said. 

Referring to ‘open source material’, 
Mr Scott said: “The same complain¬ 
ant, it seems, generated publicity from 
the fact she was nearby the scene of 
a terrorist attack at the Champs-Ely¬ 
sees in Paris. Prior to the release of 
the complainant, the kidnapper ap¬ 


parently issued a press release to a 
tabloid newspaper setting out that 
this lady was being held for auction.” 

The lawyer also pointed to an al¬ 
leged incident during which Ms Ay¬ 
ling and her captor went shopping for 
shoes, calling it a ‘wholly anomalous 
feature of a hostage situation’. She 
also went to breakfast with the kid¬ 
napper before her release when the 
pair found the British consulate was 
closed, Mr Scott added. 

“It would amount to an abuse of 
process of the court if there was any 
evidence to suggest this was a public¬ 
ity stunt,” he told the judge.” 


District Judge Paul Goldspring 
pointed out much of the material re¬ 
lied on by Mr Scott came from press 
reports, which he said did not prove 
any of the theories in the case. He 
will give his ruling tomorrow, Friday. 
During the hearing, Herba limped to 
the witness box to be questioned over 
claims that he has a heavily pregnant 
girlfriend in the UK. 

His lawyers argue that any extradi¬ 
tion could breach his Article 6 human 
right to a family life, but Herba re¬ 
fused to name the woman, citing his 
fear that she would be harassed by 
journalists.

Council marks 80 
years using centre 

A COUNCIL has marked 80 years of 
a hall being one of its residential cen¬ 
tres. More than 125,000 children from 
Sandwell have stayed at Edgmond 
Hall in Newport, Shropshire. 

Children who visit the centre can 
take part in activities such as pond 
dipping, bug hunting, night walks, 
and gardening. 

Oldbury councillors bought the 
house for £4,000 in 1936 after they 
decided to search for a property within 
one hour’s travelling time, where chil¬ 
dren from the Black Country could 
spend time together in the fresh air of 
the countryside. 

It was opened to children of 
Sandwell in 1937 and has continued 
to offer a different educational expe¬ 
rience for 80 years. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for children’s services said: 
“I’m sure there are many people of 
all generations who have very fond 
memories of this fine building and the 
times they spent there.”

Funding for £25m 
rail hub approved 

CRUCIAL funding for a multi-million 
pound light railway project in Dudley 
has been given the go-ahead. 

The £25 million innovation cen¬ 
tre, at the site of the former Dudley 
railway station in Castle Hill, will be 
used for the design and construction 
of lightweight rail coaches and rail 
line project. It will create more than 
200 jobs and work is expected to start 
early next year. 

The Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership (LEP) has approved 
a £18.5m grant towards building the 
centre and a test track. The cost of the 
wider project totals £29.5m with fund¬ 
ing bids made to other authorities.

Jail for thug who left woman scared 


A MOTHER was so alarmed by the 
reaction of her former partner when 
they broke up that she was too fright¬ 
ened to turn the light on at home 
when it got dark, a judge was told. 

Richard Hughes, who had been con¬ 
trolling throughout the year-long re¬ 
lationship, would not leave her alone 
after they parted, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. The 28-year-old 
bombarded her with phone calls and 


text messages while repeatedly driv¬ 
ing past her house, said Miss Saman¬ 
tha Powis, prosecuting. 

The defendant also arranged for 
people to bang on her front door, 
shout abuse and park outside the ad¬ 
dress for long periods prompting her 
to call the police, continued the law¬ 
yer. The tormented victim, 24, later 
told officers: “I was so scared I would 
sit in my house with no lights on.” 


Then on February 25, about a 
month after the split, Hughes sent a 
text message accusing her of being in¬ 
volved in the burgling of his mother’s 
home. He demanded she met him to 
prove her innocence. She arrived at 
the 11.35pm rendezvous in pyjamas 
and he drove off after she got into the 
car, slapping her face and pulling her 
hair, it was claimed. 

Hughes took her to the home of his 


brother where he dragged her inside, 
threatened to keep punching her until 
she admitted her ‘guilt,’ and produced 
a knife.The couple were together for 
around four hours before one of her 
friends contacted the police. 

Hughes, of Woodnorton Road, Row- 
ley Regis, pleaded guilty to assault, 
putting a person in fear of violence 
and witness intimidation. He was 
jailed for three-and-a-half years. 


One million illegal cigs 
off Sandwell streets

MORE than one million illegal 
cigarettes have been taken 
off Sandwell streets in the last 
four years, new figures reveal. 

The majority was confiscated dur¬ 
ing the last six months when 700,000 
was seized. The total haul was worth 
£486,000 and brought about 13 prosecu¬ 
tions. 

The figures have been welcomed by 
council bosses who say it will benefit 
public health. 

Sandwell Council deputy leader coun¬ 
cillor Syeda Khatun MBE said: “I wel¬ 
come the these seizures because they 
are illegal operations. In terms of people 
committing these crimes, illegal ciga¬ 
rettes should be seized and these people 
should be made to pay for their crimes. 
Then it will prevent others as well. These 
are high numbers, they are not a small 
amount.” 

The 700,000 illegal cigarettes seized 
since March were worth £325,000, much 
higher than previous years. 

Pending 

A total of 154,000 illegal cigarettes 
worth £77,000 was seized in 2014/15, 
130,000 illegal cigarettes worth £66,000 
was seized in 2015/16, and 32,000 illegal 
cigarettes worth £16,000 was seized in 
2016/17. 

Councillor Khatun said. “When opera¬ 
tions are carried out, some are probably 
bigger than others, which is why some 
numbers are higher,” she said. 

A total of 163 inspections have been 
made since March 2014. So far this 
year, 37 have already been carried out. 
The figures were revealed following a 
Freedom Of Information request. It 
was also revealed Sandwell Council said 
prosecutions are ‘pending’ from the past 
six months, meaning more could come 
about. Across the West Midlands, a total 
of 5.5 million illegal cigarettes and 645kg 
of hand rolling tobacco was seized in 
2016/17.

28 years in 
prison after 
murder bid 
with machete 

A MACHETE attacker who tried to 
kill a mother and her two-year-old 
son along with another man has been 
jailed for 28 years. 

Mohammed Tabriz, aged 36, 
launched attacks on his victims in 
Smethwick and Birmingham. 

The violence began when he at¬ 
tacked a man aged 19 in Hales Lane, 
Smethwick, on the evening of Decem¬ 
ber 6 last year. 

He left his victim 
with serious head 
injuries, before mov¬ 
ing on to Washwood 
Heath, six miles 
away, where he 
turned on his female 
victim, aged 28. She 
was left with serious 
head injuries. Her 
son was also injured. 

Det Sgt Jamie Tabriz 
Mason said: “He 
said he was at home 
asleep at the time of the attacks, but 
we found compelling evidence which 
placed him at the scenes of the crimes. 

“Tabriz had suspected his es¬ 
tranged wife was having an affair and 
this is thought to have been what had 
motivated him.” 

She added: “His first victim has sig¬ 
nificant and long lasting injuries, both 
physical and psychological and both 
he and the woman have permanent 
scarring.” 

Tabriz, of Fentham Road, Aston, 
was arrested, but denied involvement 
and tried to get others to corrobo¬ 
rate alibis he invented. He was found 
guilty of three attempted murder 
charges after a trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court.

Council home 
fraud lands 
tenant with 
prison term 

A MAN has been jailed for deliberate¬ 
ly misleading housing officers to get a 
council house. 

Gousal Aziz Khan already jointly 
owned another property and failed to 
declare previous convictions, Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates’ Court heard. 
He was given a nine-week prison sen¬ 
tence over two charges of fraud and 
must pay a £85 victim surcharge. 

The court was told the matter was 
investigated after West Midlands 
Police advised the council that they 
believed that 34-year-old Mr Khan 
had not been at his council property 
at Slater Street, Tipton, for three 
months. 

It was found that Mr Khan, who 
had the Slater Street tenancy since 
2015, jointly owned a property in 
Alder Road, Wednesbury, with some¬ 
one else and that he had previous 
convictions. Neither of these had been 
declared on his housing application 
for a council tenancy. 

Mr Khan pleaded not guilty on his 
first appearance at court but was con¬ 
victed in his absence having failed to 
attend court. 

Councillor Kerrie Carmichael, cab¬ 
inet member for housing, said she 
hopes the sentence would act as a 
deterrent. ’’The property has been re¬ 
covered from Mr Khan as he was not 
living at the address and it has been 
allocated to someone from the hous¬ 
ing waiting list,” she said.

Boss jailed for fake risk 
report after roofer died 


A BOSS who attempted to dupe officials investi¬ 
gating a roofer’s death after he ‘neglected’ health 
and safety laws has been jailed. 

David Jones looked on as he was jailed for two years for 
fabricating safety management records after his employee 
plummeted from a factory roof. 

The 64-year-old, of Vantage Point, Blacksmith Way, West Bro¬ 
mwich, confessed he also failed to provide adequate safety equip¬ 


ment and supervise ‘hazardous’ 
Rebecca Jones was handed a 
suspended sentence after being 
‘emotionally pressurised’ to 
help her father in his ‘cover-up’ 
following the West Bromwich- 
workplace tragedy. 

Sentencing at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on Friday, 
Judge Barry Berlin said it 
was ‘blindingly obvious’ that 
safety measures needed to be 
in place before workman Ste¬ 
phen Wallace climbed onto the 
‘fragile’ roof. He condemned 
the defendant for his ‘flawed 
and dangerous’ work practices, 
which saw a different employee 
caught up in a ‘near-miss’ inci¬ 
dent just a year before Mr Wal¬ 
lace’s fatal fall. 

Skylight 

The judge said the death was 
‘certainly avoidable’, adding: 
“David Jones fell short in re¬ 
spect of his duty to ensure the 
health and safety of Stephen 
Wallace.” 

Mr Wallace was at Bromford 
Iron and Steel’s factory when 
he fell through a skylight and 
plunged onto concrete floor 8m 
below on September 10, 2009. 
The 45-year-old was working 
for David Jones, who won the 
contract to refurbish the Brom¬ 
ford Lane factory from 70-year- 
old Raymond Brady’s company. 

While he lay in hospital fight¬ 
ing for his life, David Jones

conspired with Raymond Brady 
to fake a risk assessment and 
method statement he failed to 
carry out. But police only dis¬ 
covered the documents had 
been forged five years later 
when David Jones was called to 
give evidence at Mr Wallace’s 
inquest and confessed to his 
offending. 

Rebecca Jones, 38, of The 
Sidings, West Bromwich, later 
admitted she agreed to help 
her ‘distraught’ father by pro¬ 
ducing the backdated docu¬ 
ments and later lying about it. 
The 38-year-old was handed 
an eight-month sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, and told 
to carry out 120 hours unpaid 
work and pay £500 costs. 

The pair admitted attempt¬ 
ing to pervert the course of 
justice, while David Jones 
admitted a further count of 
failing to discharge his respon¬ 
sibility to ensure the health, 
safety and welfare of employees 
between August and November 
2009. 

Brady, of Warwick Road, 
Solihull, was declared unfit to 
plead and handed an absolute 
discharge last week after jurors 
found he did an act tending and 
intending to pervert the course 
of justice.

A STUDENT couldn’t believe his bad luck 
when his parcel was left in a wheelie bin by 
a delivery man - but was later destroyed 
when his rubbish was collected for the first 
time in months.

Brussels has been careful 
not to use the F-word lately but the old dream 
of a federal EU, with existing nations reduced 
to canton-sized units such as Mercia and Cat¬ 
alonia, is still alive and well in the corridors of 
power. And so, as some British generals and 
security experts have pointed out, is the EU’s 
old dream of its own armed forces.” True then, 
truer now. 

DENNIS Skinner votes against his Labour 
party on Europe and is applauded for sticking 
to his principles. Jacob Rees Mogg speaks out 
against abortion and is applauded for sticking 
to his principles. Have you noticed how much 
easier it is to applaud someone’s principles 
when they are exactly the same as your own?

Interest rates have to now go back up 


WHAT a good article recently by busi¬ 
ness editor Simon Penfold regarding 
the 10 years since the financial crisis 
and where we are now. 

I think the low interest rates so loved 
by ‘One Trick Carney’ - so named be¬ 
cause it seems his only answer to our 
financial woes has had a detrimental 
effect on almost all of us. 

Lowering interest rates has been 
used successfully in the past as a short¬ 
term measure to encourage borrowers 
to borrow more, therefore spending, so 
it helps trade and savers to spend be¬ 
cause they may as well release funds 


which are earning nothing, so again 
helping trade. 

I experienced this during my years 
in the motor trade, but as a long-term 
measure - and 10 years is a long time - 
we have seen the downside. 

House prices have increased far more 
than they would have. The trouble is 
we have a whole generation used to low 
interest mortgages who, if they strug¬ 
gle and get on the property ladder, are 
going to be unable to sustain payments 
when interest rates rise - which they 
will. Prices will start to drop leaving 
many in negative equity. As for sav¬ 


ers these are usually older people who 
have saved for many years and rely on 
the interest to supplement their pen¬ 
sions while trying to retain capital they 
may need for house maintenance etc, 
that is before we think about care in 
our old age. 

I am not saying we should go back to 
the mortgage rate of 15 per cent which 
we paid in the 80s but a reasonable 
rate for borrowers and savers that will 
control prices while giving savers and 
pension funds a return on their capital.

FA duo face 
music over 
ex-manager 

TWO senior FA members with West 
Midlands’ ties are under scrutiny fol¬ 
lowing the sacking of England Wom¬ 
en’s manager Mark Sampson. 

Sampson was dismissed for “inap¬ 
propriate and unacceptable behav¬ 
iour” at a role at Bristol Academy. 

Now MPs are questioning the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the governing body 
with chief executive Martin Glenn, 
a Wolves season ticket holder from 
Aldridge, and technical director Dan 
Ashworth, who appointed Sampson 
and has a long association with West 
Bromwich Albion as youth team man¬ 
ager and sporting director, at the 
centre of the controversy. Allegations 
accusing the FA of failing to act over 
historical allegations against Samp¬ 
son led to Digital, Culture, Media and 
Sport MP Damian Collins calling for 
the men to be relieved of their duties. 


adding: “There has been a real spike 
upwards in knife crime and in knife 
deaths. 

“The crime is spread right across 
the region, and its people of all ages, 
all ethnicities. 

“I’m very concerned. What really 
concerns me is that the obvious causes 
are not so apparent, so finding the 
solution is much more difficult. 

His comments come as weapon sur¬ 
render bins across the county were 
emptied, with 29 knives and two BB 
guns discovered in Wolverhampton. 

Destroyed 

There are now plans to roll out the 
scheme across the Black Country, with 
locations in Dudley and Walsall being 
earmarked for the weapons bins. 

Mr Jamieson said: “Every weapon 
deposited in a knife bin in our region 
is one fewer on the streets. I’m pleased 
to say all the knives and guns will now 
be destroyed.” 

Councillor Syeda Khatun, Sandwell 
council’s deputy leader and cabinet 
member for neighbourhood and com¬ 
munities, said she was ‘relieved’ the 
weapons were now off the streets. 

She added: “The consequences of 
carrying a weapon can be devastating 
for individuals, families and the wider 
community. I hope more people will be 
encouraged to come forward to surren¬ 
der weapons they may be carrying.”

Traveller camp 
numbers see 
dramatic fall 

THE number of traveller camps 
pitching up in Sandwell has fallen by 
about a half this year. 

Council bosses have hailed tough 
new powers as having a major impact. 

So far this year, groups have set up 
camp 26 times, compared to 55 times 
during the same period in 2016. 

It comes after the council was given 
greater powers to take swifter and 
more meaningful action against trav¬ 
ellers. A transit site was set up near 
Black Patch Park, where groups are 
allowed to stay, for a fee. This gives 
the authority more power to order un¬ 
wanted visitors to leave the borough. 

Council chiefs have also used bail¬ 
iffs to quickly move camps from lo- 
cal-authority-owned land. 

Councillor Paul Moore, for regen¬ 
eration, said: “We have overhauled 
our policies to tackle this issue and 
changed how we respond. 

“Every time an unauthorised en¬ 
campment comes to Sandwell, we 
now deploy staff from various teams 
including trading standards, our war¬ 
dens and social workers so we can go 
through the process and move groups 
on as quickly as possible. 

“Not only have we reduced the 
number of unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments, we’ve also seen the length of 
time groups are on our land reduce 
dramatically.”

Second on the list was 
University Hospitals Bir¬ 
mingham Foundation Trust, 
which runs Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham.

Third was West Midlands 
Ambulance Service, which 
had 425 complaints, fol¬ 
lowed by The Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
with 296, then Burton Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Foundation 
Trust with 255.

iconic cycling brand is the 
beast that refuses to die 


A WOLVERHAMPTON cycling com¬ 
pany is refusing to die after a a his¬ 
tory of family feuds, corruption, eco¬ 
nomic ruin, devastating fires and 
generations of scandal. 

Thanks to the great-great grandson of 
one of its founders, the Wearwell name 
lives on. 

It was one of the first bicycle manufacturers in 
the country, going on to export tens of thousands 
of bikes around the world. A company team even 
won the prestigious Tour of Britain race in 1953. 

However, it seemed the name had been lost 
forever when the company closed in 1975, a vic¬ 
tim of the catastrophic recession and post-war 
boom in car sales. 

Clothes 

But now, 150 years since the business was 
launched, the Wearwell name has been resur¬ 
rected. Alex Joynson, aged 32, and his business 
partner Will Laughton, 30, have started a com¬ 
pany selling cycling clothes under the Wearwell 
brand. They plan to expand into cycle accessories 
and possibly even manufacture bicycles again 
one day. Alex, whose family lived in Finchfield, 
said: “Wearwell really is the beast that refuses

to die. It really resonates with me that we are 
bringing back a brand that was part of the Wol¬ 
verhampton fabric.” 

The brand’s rich history goes back to 1856 
when Wolverhampton blacksmith Henry Clarke, 
stopping over in Paris on his way back from the 
Crimean War, came across a wooden wheeled 
contraption he learned was called a bicycle. The 
following year he founded the Cogent Cycle Com¬ 
pany which made and exported bicycle wheels to 
France. Business boomed as his five sons - Tom, 
George, William, Jack and Henry - came on 
board, and it remained a thriving family com¬ 
pany until Henry’s death in 1889 aged 56. 

Eldest son Tom was appointed as successor to 
the fury of his brothers, who mutinied and threw 
him out. Tom ended up in Manchester where he 
set up a rival business, Express Cycle Company 
while the remaining brothers founded Wearwell. 

By the early 1900s the business was produc¬ 
ing more than 500 machines each week, and 
exporting in tens of thousands. But it emerged 
that their trusted company secretary had been 
plundering the profits and by the time the deceit 


had been discovered by William Clarke, it was 
too late to save the firm and in 1911 it went into 
liquidation. 

William Clarke bought another local cycling 
business, which he revitalised and used to rein¬ 
troduce the Wearwell name to the market. After 
his death in 1922, Wearwell was sold to George 
Waine - Alex Joynson’s great-great-grandfather 
- and his cousin Jack Waine. The pair gifted a 
share of the company to each of their sons, Theo 
and Vincent, who later took the reins and took 
it from strength to strength. Even a large fire at 
the factory could not stop them. 

The company started to look beyond Europe 
to India, Ceylon (now Sri Lanka), Burma, Siam 
and China. During the Second World War, Wear- 
well was forced to scale back and a further fire 
stopped production until after the war. 

Again the business bounced back and by 1950 
had moved from Darlington Street and opened 
bases at the New Griffin Works in Colliery Road 
and Great Brickkiln Street. It then moved to Al- 
verley in Shropshire where it was eventually sold 
to businessman Martin Wells. He in turn sold 
the business to Lincolnshire-based Elswick-Hop- 
per Cycle Company which moved production to 
Humberside but as the recession pounded the 
UK the company closed in 1975.

Bikers fuel rescue act for 
stranded M5 motorists 


RAPID assistance motorcycles are being 
deployed to the M5 in the West Midlands as 
part of a drive to tackle crippling congestion. 

The riders will carry emergency fuel to combat 
breakdowns on the motorway through Oldbury, 
where drivers are contending with major roadworks. 

It is the first time fuel bikes have been used by Highways 
England while a major repair scheme is taking place. 


Since August 1 this year, 
there have been 17 fuel re¬ 
lated incidents recorded. 

Highways England is 
working closely with Bir¬ 
mingham-based Egertons 
Recovery to manage the 
service. 

Effect 

Highways England pro¬ 
ject manager, Alastair 
Warnes, said: “Since the 
contraflow came into effect, 
we’ve seen a number of fu¬ 
el-related breakdowns in the 
roadworks section. 

“By offering this type 
of assistance we’re able 
to minimise disruption to 
others driving through the 
roadworks.” 

The repair scheme, valued 
at more than £100 million, 
includes concrete repairs 
and waterproofing on the 
ageing M5 Oldbury Viaduct. 

To keep the motorway 
open, a contraflow system

is in place with traffic cur¬ 
rently using the northbound 
carriageway and two lanes 
operating in each direction, 
along with a 30mph speed 
limit. 

This means motorcycles 
can reach motorists quicker 
with fuel. Motorists are also 
being asked to consider al¬ 
ternative routes. 

At the link between the 
M6 and the M5 southbound, 
one lane leads onto the M5, 
with three lanes continuing 
onto the M6. 

On the M5 northbound 
at junction 4a one lane con¬ 
tinues onto the M5 through 
the junction while still pro¬ 
viding two lanes to the M42. 

Slip roads at the M5 junc¬ 
tions 1 and 2 are being kept 
open but drivers should ex¬ 
pect delays. The work con¬ 
tinues until autumn 2018.

Inspector Richard Phillips, of West 
Bromwich Police, gives an update on 
town centre policing. 

We have had a busy period with 
some real positive outcomes for the 
town. 

The team have welcomed back Sgt 
Caroline Westwood who is taking 
on responsibility for the town centre 
and the new team that have been put 
in place seeing some really positive 
feedback from members of our 
community. 

The team have obtained two Criminal 
Behaviour Orders for youths that have 
caused countless problems in the town 
centre, they will be subject to strict 
control measures when they complete 
their sentences, including an exclusion 
zone of the town centre. 

The new town team have targeted the 
rest of the youths that were causing 
many issues and we have seen a real 
reduction around this group’s activity. 

Two alcohol awareness days have 
been undertaken by members of the 
town team and these have had positive 
results. 

The aim was to engage with our 
street drinkers along with numerous 
partner agencies offering support 
where required and take any formal 
action when the necessity arose. 

We have had positive feedback 
around this and will be continuing 
these in the future. 

We have also completed some joint 
working with safer travel and the bus 
station looking at how we can make the 
bus station a safer place for customers 
and commuters in relation to Anti- 
Social Behaviour and the consumption 
of alcohol. 

We are working closely with Sandwell 
College to ensure that students 
attending there understand that they 
must not get involved with anti-social 
behaviour whilst they are in the town. 
The last month has seen lots of 
changes within the West Bromwich 
Neighbourhood team which have all 
been positive and making our town 
centre a safer place to shop and work. 

Sandwell Police have an established

You should be given a clear 
indication on how long the 
retention phase will take at the 
beginning of treatment.

It doesn’t take long - a few metres and a couple 
of potholes will do - to discover that the new Audi 
A5 Cabriolet is comfortably better than the car it 
replaces. 

For, like the A5 Coupe and four-door A5 Sportback it 
joined, this soft-top Audi aims to add more than style to 
the ownership experience. 

High on the list of must-have changes was comfort. 

Or as an Audi spokesman said: “The cars now have a 
much more compliant ride. It was perhaps a little bit too 
firm, especially for UK roads.” 

‘Hallelujah!,” you might shout in reply after years of 
Audis that performed beautifully on (Germanically) 
smooth roads but went to pieces on a typically 
pockmarked UK surface. 

Better late than never, though. 

This chassis rethink has transformed the car, tested 
here in the latest Cabriolet form and as good looking 
and nicely crafted as ever. 

The two petrol engines are a 2.0 litre with 190 
horsepower and the 3.0 litre six-cylinder in the 155mph 
S5 range topper with its eight-speed auto gearbox and 
quattro four-wheel drive. 



The car is bigger but it is snug in the back 

It will hit 62mph in 5.1 seconds and consume petrol 
at an average of 36.2mpg in the official test, with 
C02 emissions of 177g/km and a list price topping 
£40,000. 

This latest A5 Cabriolet is a little longer (+47mm) and 
a fraction narrower (-8mm) than before. Stretching 
the distance between front and rear wheels by 14mm 
and designing thinner seats have improved space 
inside the cabin, though it remains snug for adult-sized 
passengers in the rear. 

They won’t mind the lack of stretching room in a car 
designed to look good with roof up or down - it retracts 
in 15 seconds at the prod of a switch and closes in 18 
seconds, both operations possible at up to 31mph, 
which will stop pedestrians in their tracks if attempted in 
a busy town centre. 

Practicality is assured by a boot that measures 380 
litres with the roof up or a still reasonable 320 litres with 
it folded. The rear seat has a 50/50 split if you need 
more luggage room and the boot lid now opens with the 
standard remote control key or a button in the driver’s 
door. 

Weight savings of up to a modest 40 kilos (it varies 
by version and the lightest newcomer still tips the 
scales at 1,690kgs) have come from moves as 
varied as high strength steel for the new front seats, 
an aluminium brake pedal - and even using lighter 
carpets. 

As well as adding lightness the latest cabriolet also 
has a stiffer body, always hard to achieve when you cut 
the metal roof off a design. That ought to reap benefits 
in both ride comfort and fewer squeaks and rattles from 
the roof. 

Or, in the case of this car, no squeaks or rattles at all. 
Yes, there was the mildest shimmy on bad surfaces but 
not enough to matter, or really even notice after the first 
couple of miles. 

Hood down and mesh wind deflector in place, a sunny 
day with 9C showing on the dash brings fresh air heaven 
even at a 70mph motorway cruise. 

Drop down to 60mph and you wonder if a hood is ever 
required apart from when the rain arrives - the cockpit is 
so cosy and quiet. 

There is plenty of pull when needed and you’d really 
not know a diesel was doing the work until you checked 
the trip computer to discover even used with enthusiasm 
the car is returning better than 40mpg. 

How comfortable does that make you feel...

MOEEN ALI won the Bristol sixes-fest 
with England’s second-fastest one-day 
international century as they prevailed 
by 124 runs to go 2-0 up in the Royal 
London Series against the West Indies. 

Worcestershire star Moeen, whose 
53-ball hundred put him behind only 
Jos Buttler in England’s all-time list of 
fastest ODI centurions, went from 50 to 
100 in an astonishing world-record 12 
deliveries. 

The former Wolverhampton and West 
Bromwich Dartmouth all-rounder com¬ 
pleted the job with his eighth six in the 
space of just 14 balls out of 369 for nine - 
England’s highest total against the West 
Indies. 

The tourists were in no mood to go too 
quietly, despite Liam Plunkett’s maiden 
five-wicket haul, and took the match 
maximum count to 28 - Chris Gayle (94) 
with six, including three in succession 
off Moeen - in their 245 all out. 

However, the West Indies’ improbable 
hopes of chasing England’s total were ef¬ 
fectively dashed once Gayle was run out 
thanks to a direct hit from Adil Rashid. 

Speaking after the victory, 30-year-old 
Moeen said he was happy to contribute 
with the bat and delighted his big-hit- 
ting paid off for the team. 

“I enjoyed myself. Everything hap¬ 
pened and went my way, thankfully,” 
he said. 

“The ground isn’t that big so it’s nice 
to play on it. I just tried to slog it as 
much as I could. It was good to contrib¬ 
ute with the bat.”
